American and Foreign Governmeoats,
Tun nation has emerged so trfumphasatly
from the severs trials to which it has recently
bean subjected, that all doubts h regard to
the perpetuity of republicanism should ba
foraver dismigaed. No man who comprehands
what the oitizens of the United States have
guffered and achieved during the last eight
years can honestly question the capaoity of
the Amerioan people fer self-government,
Compelled to grapple suddsnly with the most
momentous issnes, they have deoided bravely
and wigely, despite inpumerable appeals to
their baser instinots, to their feara, their sordid
Intereats, their dread of death, awd their pride
of race. Left free as the winda to declars for
war or peace, and for taxation or repudiation,
they have voluntarily chosen the nobler part,
dirdaining present eare and safety at the
piice of national disintegration and dizhonor,
sud in spite of partial mistakes Lhey have
gnbstantially achieved the great ends at
whioh they awmed, and nobly atoned for
the error of making Avdrew Johnicn Vie-
President in 1864 by choosing as Presilont in
1868 the foremost soldier of tha age, aud the
man whose pre-eminent fitness to administer
the Government fs universally recognized.
Other nations have scarcaly yot ventured to
grapple with the problems we have long sinvs
solved, and few would dare to submit their in-
stitutions to the gerutiny which perpetoally |
awaita American laws and constitations.
Eogland tryiog, for the first time, an
glectoral aystem that approaches universal
suflrage. It is hedged ronund, however, with
restriotions which would not be tolerated in
this country for a momenit. Although the
pecuniary qualification has been greatly re-
dnced, it still exists in a modified form, whioh
will exclude a considerable number of psrsons
of the legal age. All voting, too, 1a still viva
voce, Johm Dright’s efforts to establish the
American system of voting by ballot having
i:roved fruitless. As every tenant muost |
openly disclose his preferences in the presence |
of his landlord, free sulfrage becomes impossi- |
ble, as land-owners exerciss apotent inflnance
over the occupants of their domaivs, Suffragsis |
pot only restrioted in regard to the numbar of
persons who exercise it, and the mode of |
voting, but also in regard to the offivers to ba |
slooted. Hers every importsut public offiosr |
18 chosen by the peopls. Thers, ouly membera |
of the House of Commons nre voted for, and a |
hereditary monarch aud a heroditary House of |
Lords may interpose many obstacles to tha
triumph of the will of the majority after it is
constitutionally expressed. And yet, with the
single exception of Switzerland, Great Britain
possesses the most libersl (iovernment in the
0ld World; and cootinental monarchs are as
much afraid of the establishment of thas Eng-
lish system within their dominions as the
English aristocracy are of she establishment of
republicanism in Great Dritain. In France,
Napoleon tolerates universal suffrage sabject
to police and military supervision, bat he con-
verts this privilege into & mockery by pro-
hibiting free discussions of public affairs, Ha
has recently issmed the outrageouns edict
that no newspaper sball be permitted to print
articles relating to the extent of his constitn-
tional power. Theoretically, despotism conld

. gono further; and if the people are never to ba
warned when their rights are invaded, and the
right of Napoleon to exercise his own sweet
will to an unlimited extent is never to be
questioned, there can be no fotelligant or uie-
ful expression of public sentiment at the polls,
France, with all her mighty energies, 15 held
in the iron grasp of an imperial and imperions
master, and the golden opportnnitisa which
her citizens have enjoyed at diffurent peariods
to realize their aspirations for liberty havs all
been wasted, Spain isnow in the throesof a naw
revolation, and althoogh she haa baunished har |
profligate queen, it ia scarcely probable thast |
the thione will long remsin vacant. Alrsady
it is eugerly sought by the rapresentatives of |
other Spanish dynasties, and the best hope of '
the people seems to be that a constitutional
monarchy will be established, and that a few
important reformations will be effected. While
the King of Prussia Las practically enlarged his
boundsaries, his trinmph was achisved by a

most audacions deflance of the astion of the |

Prussian Chambers and a fagrant violation of
the oomatitution. The Austrian monarch iy

taking his first lessons in constitntional mo- |
narchy as & penance for the bland«rs which |

eventuated in the mortifying defeats of Aus-
trian power at Solferino and Sadowa. Russia
and Turkey do not even pretend to possess
any higher type of government than a despo-
tism pore and simple. Boath Amsrics i8 the

degpotism. In Asia and Africa even the radi-
ments of free govermment are practically nn-
known. In this country alone does the gov"
ernment of the people for the people prevail
on an extensive scale, and the nation can

be Jimmediately Inangurated. While we
heartily second this demand, as we have dons
elsewhers to.day, wa are obliged to oonfess
that our admiration for the ‘‘noble qualities
of courage, faith, manhood, strength, freedom
recoguition of a great Controlling Spirit, and
veneration for their fathers and for the good
everywhere,"' i not so exoessively developad
a8 to lead us to respond aflirmatively to the
query propounded by the peace people: —
“May we not even gain much from them for
our own improvement 7"

The peace people declare that “‘it is ohanpar
to feed than to fight them, and more humaus
to love than to hate them.'" In this abstract
iden we heartily cononr. DBat when wa ara
compelled, as at pregent, both to feed and to
fight them, the question of the comparative

cheapuoess of the two polivies is qnite immate-
rial. The report of Lisutenant-General Sher l
man, recently snbmitted to the Hxeontive of |
the Upited Btates, is the moat exhanstive |
résumd of the Indian question that we hava
lately seen, aud it shows conclusively that the
war which the noble savages are at present
waging against us is entirely without provooa- |
tion, brought about by a course on our partin |
harmony with the demands of the peace advo-
catee—the withdrawal of our troops from a |
portion of the Indian conutry. This was in-
terpreted by the savages as an indication of
fear, and forthwith they started om the war- '
path, hoping thereby to force the Government |
into an entire abandoument of the Plains. |
That the peace advoeates have not read Gene-
ral Sherman’'s acconnt of the wanton barbari-
ties of the savages, we are convinced, by
finding in their memorial the following para-
graph:—

Thie cry of “Pascs! peacs! when thera ig
no pedace,’’ and can ba no psace, either in the
Indien conutry or amonpyg nations clalming to
be oivilized, until the canses of war zre thewm-
gelves removed, i3 the shesrest mnonssnse,
While there are, among the peace advooates, a
few persons who are sincera and disinterested,
we gtropgly sngpect that the greatar propor-
tion of them are promptod solaly by the daairs
to aypear in print, Perhaps it will do no
harm, save to themselves, to let them have
their fill of it.

The ““liand-in=-Hand™ Business,
Tur great gathering at ths np-town Wigwam
in this city, during the month of August,
1566, was inaugurated by Muissachusetts and
South Carolina entering the buliding “arm in
arm.’” The incident was well conceived, from
the gensational point of view, and answered
its purpose, at the time, of aronsing a greal
desl of enthusiasm. But it waa a mere trick
of broken-down politicians from the North and
uprepentent Rebels from the BSouth, who
hoped, by their unholy alliance, to get con-
trol of the flesh-pots for a considerable period.
There was no more hearty accord in it than
there wounld have been in Webster and Hayne
leaving the Senate Chamber arm in arm, after
the great rhetorical tilt between them in 1530;
or in Sumner and Bully Brooks embracing,
jugt before the caning which the latter
administered to the former, previous to
the war., It was worse than a trick
—it was a conspiracy against the integrity
of the Unplon and the causs of liberty,
juetice, and truth, haviog Andrew Jahuson for
its central figure, and Henry J. Raymond for
the man of dirty work. If it meant anylhing,
it meant a coalition between Rebvels who had
sustained an ignominious and overwhelming
defeat on the field of battle, and ths Copper-
bead wing of the Demooratic party, which had
exerted itself thronghout the war to embarraas
the Government in its efforis to pat down the
Rebellion. A few men of honest intention and
patriotic motives, such as General Dix, were
entrapped by the conspirators, but they soon
penetrated the thin disguise and forsook the
allinuoe before they were wholly contami-
pated. Although the Wigwam Conven.
tion was barren of results dirsotly, it was
the starting point of the second rebellion,
which onlminated at Tawmmany Hall last
Jaly, when Vallandigham forced the Dem-
ocratic nomination on Horatio Ssymonr and
HSeymour on the Demooratic party, while
Wade Jlampton blocked out the platform and
gelected its material. From this stuge in the
congpiracy to its llosl overthrow thers was but
one step, and that was taken on the 3d of
November, when General Grant was electad
President by the largest majority on the popu-
lar vote ever received by any Preaidential
aspirant.

The opening episode of the Wigmam Con-
vention, which has led us into this train of
thought, was recalled by our encouatering
the following doggeral lines, constituting the
chorus to the campaign song of & Louisiaua
colored glee club, doubtless eof Demooratic
tendenoies: —

A Buicidal Iudian Poliey,

Tre New Yuork Zimes proposes what it doubt-
less regards as a complete and satisfactory
golution of the vexations Indian question.
*To make our westward course among the
poor iginies more easy, effuctive, and
oreditable to onrselves,” says the Times, “we
should use those Indian chisfs as our paid
wearing ouor colors at the head of
their own pative regiments, doing our work,
and becoming good citizéens in process of
time.”” The Times justifies thia proposition
by & historical citstion, and thinks our snc-
cess wounld be as great as was that of Lord
Chatbam, when he removed the discontent of
the Sootlish Highlanders by taking them into
the British service, ‘‘plumes, tartans, and all."’

This parallel, however, wa are inclined to
regard as & weak one. Thedilference between
the customs and national idioayncracies of the
Koglish and the Highlanders was compara-
tively insignificant, in comparison with that
which exists between the whites and the
Indians of this country. In Great Britain a
patiopal antipathy alone was to be overcome.
The Highlanders, although not the gentlest
and most refined of people, were far from
being cutthroats and horse-thieves by instinot
and habit, Itisuot only an antipathy of raoces,
sngendered and fostered by centuries of cruelty
aud oppression, that we are reguired to over-
come in onr treatment of the aboriginal tribes
of this country. Almogt every attempt that

has been made, honestly and systemati-
cally, to adapt the North Amwmerican
Iedisn  to  the civilization of Earope
Las proved an utter fallare. JIo a

fow straggling fustances it has been snccsss-
ful, but on such a limited soale that the result
is of po moment. The pure-blooded Indian
can not be civilized, in the mass after the
fashion of the vineteenth century. At one
time it might lhave been possible, but the
unjust treatwent to which the whols race has
been subjectsd at the hands of the whites,
taken io connection with their nomadic habits
and their antipathy to the reatrainiog infla-

ences of vivilized life, has rendered it imprac- |

tioable, notwithstanding its great desirability,
both ag a guarantee ef justice in the future
and a reparation for wrongs inflleted in the
past.

The sooner this fact is recognized In all pro-
jeoted reforms of onr Indian peliey, the butter
will it be for both races. The universal arm-
ing of the Indian tribes might seoure their
favor for a time, but so soon as their real or
imaginary grievances ghonld get the better of
thelr vain love of show and intensa passion
for pomp and parads, the old coxfliot wonld be
resnmed, on a better footing, as far as the In-
disus are concerned, than ever in the past. To

get loose upon the almost bLoundless
plaine of the Far West whole regi-
ments of armed and disciplined (7)
Indinng wonld be the most suiocldal

policy that could be adopted, as matters now
stand. An entire change in our Indian polloy
is certainly needed, the first step in which
ghonld be the transfer of the Indian Buresu to
the War Department.
